Same — (House Bill) — a bill to repeal the act in- 
Lodge Female College: passed, 
eorporating the town of Jackson: passed. 

Same — a bill for the benefit of Joshua Oaks: 
passed. 

Same — a bill to amend the charter of Bacon 
College: passed. 

Same — a bill for the benefit of James B. Wild- I 
er, guardian of Lucinda B. Wilder: passed. 

Same — a bill to amend the law in relation to 
stud and jack license. 

After some explanatory remarks from Air. 
BUCKNER, Air. IRVINE made a motion, disa- 
greeing with the report from the committee, that 
report being in the negative. 

Mr. S1LVERTOOTH opposed the bill for 
several reasons, which he explained. 

Mr. SUDDUTH proposed an amendment, ; 
which was rejected on a division. 

Mr. WADSWORTH moved to strike out the 
1st section of the bill: negatived — yeas, 15; 
uavs, 20: bill rejected. 

Mr. BUCKNER — Judiciary — a bill to regulate 
the fees ef Commonwealth Attorneys: 

[The purport of this bill is, to reduce the fees 
of Commonwealth Attorneys to 33 per cent, for 
all sums collected by them. Several Senators 
spoke on the bill. 

Mr. IRVINE wished to know what per ccntagc 
Prosecuting Attorneys now get: no definite an- 
swer. 

On motion of Mr. RIPLEY, the bill was re- 
committed.] 

Mr. S1LVERTOOTII — Judiciary — a bill to 
amend the road laws of this Commonwealth: 
passed. 

Same — (House Bill) — a bill to amend an act, 
entitled, an act incorporating the town of Alay- 
licld, Graves county: passed. 

Mr. S1LV ERTOOTH advocated the passage 
of the bill, which was passed on a division. 

Same — (House Bill) — a bill to amend an act, 
entitled, an act, to amend an act, in relation to 
the town of Princeton. 

[This bill underwent some discussion. Messrs. 
KING, HARDIN, and DeCOURCEY spoke; 
Mr. KING said that so far as he bad learned, the 
majority of the citizens of Princeton were oppos- 
ed to the principles of the amendment. Mr. 
WADSWORTH was opposed to all such le- 
gislation as that contemplated in the bill. — 
He would allow every person to eat and 
drink what he chose; but he did not believe in 
granting license to co flee -houses; there was no 
such thiug as a coffee-iiouse, strictly speaking; it 
was all stricknine whisky, and iio coffee: bill 
laid on the table on division of Senate.]

Same — (House Bill) — a bill to legitimatize the 
illegitimate children of Samuel B. Haddix: pass- 
ed.

All Original Letter of Mr. Webster. 

From the National Intelligencer. 

When the Lives of the Lord Chancellors was pub 
iishedby Lord Campbell, some years ago, thedis- 
tinguished author transmitted a copy of his work 
to the late Daniel Webster. In acknowledgment 
of the compliment our illustrious countryman 
addressed a letter to Lord Campbell, for a copy 
of which we are indebted to the kindness of 
bis then Private Secretary, Mr. C. Lanman, to 
whom Mr. Webster presented the original draft, 
as an autograph souvenir. The letter is eminent 
ly characteristic of the lamented statesman’s 
style, principles and political sentiments, and will 
be read with especial interest by professional 
men and with pleasure by all others: 

My Lord Campbell: Some days of unexpected 
leisure have given me an opportunity of reading 
the Lives of the Lord Chancellors; and I feel ir- 
resistibly impelled to signify to vour Lordship 
the pleasure and profit which the perusal of the 
volumes has afforded me. The subject is a no- 
ble one, and has been treated according to its 
merits. The work may be read with advantage 
by all political and professional men. The lives 
which have most interested me are those of Ells 
mere atul Bacon, Charles York, and the incom- 
parable Somers. All must be gratified to see the 
title of Ellsmcre restored in the person of awor 
thy and accomplished descendant. As to Bacon, 

I agree with you that heretofore there has been 
no just history of his life. Indeed, I doubt wheth- 
er we shall ever be able to trace the progress of 
his extraordinary mind. I thiDk his conceptions 
were without regular progress. A sort of intu- 
ition seems to characterize his mental power. Al- 
though I do not imagine that he fully compre- 
hended himself, if one may do so, or knew the 
full extent and consequences of his own concep 
tions, yet doubtless he felt conscious of his su- j 
perioritv to the age; and the manner to which he 
commends himself to the judgment of posterity 
“some centuries hence,” is exceedingly touching. 
If England had been sunk in the sea the day 'of 
his death, Bacon would have made her memory 
immortal. 

The life of Charles York is a tale of deep pa- 
thos. One cannot read it without admiration, I 
sympathy, and heartfelt sorrow. Wc know not j 
what his future might have been; but how bright j 
that future looked up to the evil hour in which I 
he took the seals ! 

But the man of men is Somers. I assure you, j 
my dear Lord, that I have made his character a I 
contemplation and a study. I have collected and 
perused all that 1 could find concerning him; and j 
I remember well that before I was admitted to I 
the bar I read his defense of the “Seven Golden 
Candlesticks,” not without tears, and rose from 
my chair and joined the shouts which conveyed 
the news of their triumph to the palace of the 
last of the Stuart Kings. 

My Lord, excuse this intrusion. 1 have the honor 
of no acquaintance with your Lordship, beyond a 
casual introduction and a few minutes’ conver- 
sation in the House of Lords; but your biogra- 
phy of the great men who have had scats on the 
wool-sack, and the manner in which it has been 
written, seem to bring congenial professional 
minds together, and to create a warmth of com 
mon feeling between the lovers of true constitu- 
tional liberty on both sides of the Atlantic; and 
Nottingham, and Hardwicke, and Eldon, as great 
teachers of equity jurisprudence, and Somers 
and Camden as intelligent and unterrified assert- 
ersof public liberty, will hereafter be held in the 
same regard, mv Lord, by your posterity and 
mine.

The volunteers 
were short ol' ammunition and sent to Henrietta 
for supplies. 

Gen. Wool was at Fort Vancouver in bad 
health, and was arranging the preliminaries of a 
campaign. 

Two steamers had departed from San Fran- 
cisco for Oregon with ordnance and stores — sup- 
plies for Gen. Wool. 

The dates from Washington Territory are to 
the 10th of December. 

A party under Lieut. Slaughter lias been sur- 
prised at the forks of White and Green rivers by 
n large party of Indians- Lieut. Slaughter and 
three others were killed.

Washington, Jan. 7. 

Gen. W alker appears to be getting into a bad 
way in Nicaragua. As was supposed by this 
Government when Mr. French presented himself 
here, the people of that country have really had 
no lot or part in the creation of the New Govern- 
ment, but it had been forced upon them. The 
inhabitants are now everywhere against their new 
Governor, aud the people of New Grenada have 
almost all deserted the place. Gen. Walker is- 
sue a pronuneiamento ordering them back, under 
penalty of a confiscation of their lands and 
goods; but this has been utterly disregarded. 
Gen. Walker, it is said, has carried out his de- 
cree, and the residents have been deprived of all 
their property, which has been converted to the 
use of the State, or rather to the use of Walker 
and company. These are the latest advices, 
which may not be all true, but it is evident that 
the Walker Government is.in a tottering condi- 
tion, destitute of funds, detested by the people, 
the originators of the scheme utterly destitute of 
both political and moral character; it must break 
down, and in its fall prostrate the Nicaragua 
Transit Company which lias fostered and protec 
ted, if it did not start, the whole design of Wal- 
ker’s Expedition to Nicaragua. 

New York, Jan. 14. — A Herald Washington 
correspondent telegraphs from Washington that 
a strong impression prevails in political circles 
that our relations with Great Britain are threat- 
ening, and serious apprehensions are expressed 
by many Senators — munv of them in the confi- 
dence of the Administration — of an early rup- 
ture between the two Governments- 

Another correspondent telegraphs that highly 
important despatches have been received at the 
State Department from England, with reference 
to an understanding respecting Central American 
affairs.

Assembly ol Ohio, you will find, by reference to 
the Republican platform, under which a majority 
ol you were elected, that you must so “shape 
your ends” as to interfere in tile affairs of other 
States. 

We, the Republicans of Ohio, conceive our- 
selves to be exceedingly liberal, and sure that we 
employ freedom to its fullest extent, we wish to 
use our iuHuonce, — nay, our power, in extending 
»ur blessings to Hie rest of mankind. The peu" 
pie of the Territory ol Kansas are now in a trans- 
ition state. They are being transformed from 
tadpole subjects of a Territory into full-grown 
pollvwog; citizens of a State. We, the Republi- 
cans of Ohio, are under the impression that we 
understand their business better than they do 
themselves, and we intend to dictate to them their 
course of action, and what sort of a government 
they should have. A political prescription, in the 
shape of a series of resolutions passetl by the 
General Assemblyof Ohio, would be just the dido. 

1, as the official physician of the Republican par- 
ty of the State, will see that the dose is properly 
administered, with such bleeding and blistering 
us may be necessary to accompany it. llv this 
means we can extend the great principles of Ho- 
man Freedom, as laid down in the platform of 
the last Republican Convention, at which my 
good friend Giddings so delightfully presided. 
***»»*» 
According to the Republican Platform— for 
now, as in the canvass, l recognize no other au- 
thority — we are pledged to State Reform. There 
are many reforms which demand speedy action, 
and to which I now call the attention of the Le- 
gislature. One is a repudiation of the National 
Government — indirectly of course. The Nation- 
al Gov ernment has taken upon itself the right to 
regulate the commerce of the States; orinother 
words, to decree that the products of one State 
shall pass without hindrance through another. 
The great principles of Human Freedom demand 
that we, as the North, should repudiate the pro- 
ducts of the South, because those products arc 
the result of slave labor. Is not Ohio a sove 
reign State, her people possessing the power to 
regulate their own domestic affairs? Certainly. 
What right, then, has the National Government 
to force upon us, against our will, the produc 
lions of men held in bondage? None at all. I 
therefore recommend the passage of a law fixing 
a high tariff upon the products of the Southern 
States, and thus defending the great principles of 
Human Freedom. 

In framing such a law groat care should be ex- 
ercised. Webster defines product — “a thing pro- 
duced.” That negroes are a product of the 
South, is, therefore, undeniable; and the law 
should be so framed as not to interrupt the free 
transmission of fugitive slaves through our State. 
That the Underground Railroad should not be 
interfered with, is required by the great princi- 
ples of Human Freedom. 

Another State Reform looked for by the people, 
or at least that portion of them who united in 
the Republican movement, is the emptying of the 
various departments of the State, of the men who 
have been so long bleeding the public treasury. 

As a general thing changes of this kind are not 
economical. A shrewd man, holding office for 
several years, is able to feather his nest duriii" 
that period of time, ami, consequently is not so ra- 
venous in his demands after he has snugly fixed 
himself. To turn such men out of office, and 
put in new ones who have all their wants to sup- 
ply, is, as all must readily admit, poor policy in 
a financial view. But in our case there are cir- 
cumstances which entirely change the whole 
v'ew of this matter. 

We are a mush-room party. We sprang up in 
a night — we will wither in a day. Therefore be- 
fore the men we place in office have an opportu- 
nity of plucking the public goose to any consid- 
erable extent, the people will put another party 
in power, and of course remove from official po- 
sition those whom we appoint. Therefore it must 
he readily seen that the change wc design mak- 
ing will not seriously affect the public treasury, 
while it will serve to advance the great princi- 
ples of Human Freedom.

Never were my feelings so much shocked. — 
Though I had before witnessed the horrid specta- 
clc of the splc of a human being, yet, upon this 
day, commemorative of such an event as can ncr-

to witness a deed so revolting at any time to the 
feelings ol any one in tile least degree imbued 
with Christian pbilanthrophy, and so contradicto- 
ry to every precept of Him for whom the dav lias 
been named, it was really shocking beyond de- 
scription; and to hear the auctioneer erving, with 
stentorian voire, “only ,2“5 is bid for this boy.” 

“a fine likely ‘nigger' going for $1 ,285,” “must be 
sold to till highest bidder.” It disgusted aud 
shocked me beyond measure. It was almost 
enough to make one ashamed that he belonged 
to a race ol beings that could so prey upon their 
species. 

Gii! what a contrast was this scene, almost at 
the door of the church, to vvbat we might have 
expected of that community of which we bad just 
heard so favorable an account. If this scene 
was thought to be in accordance with the Chris 
tian character, and the minister bad such scenes 
in view when speaking in such high terms of the 
community (as lie must have had,) I wondered, 
as the hour suited, that they did not make the 
sale at the church after the sermon and before 
the benediction, the minister being auctioneer. 
Perhaps, however, they knew that they could not 
get such a crowd there as they wanted, and there 
fore, they came to the way leading up to the 
Temple of Justice (so railed.) 

Oh! how I wished for a Paul to stand up be 
fore them, at the entrance to this temple, anil 
“reason to them,” as to Felix, “of righteousness, 
of temperance, and of judgment to come.”— 
Like Felix they must have “trembled” at bis 
reasoning, but, like him, those who could be 
guilty of such an act of inhumanity, with all the 
lights ot the 19th century beaming upon them, 
would probably answer, “Go thy way for this 
time; when 1 have no more slaves to sell, I will 
call for thee.” j. jj 

On the night succeeding the publication of this 
letter in the Statesman, some fifteen persons went 
to Brady’s boarding-house, some half a mile out- 
of the city; called him out, cut off his hair or 
part of it, put some gum shellac on his head, and 
ordered him to leave the city the next day. The 
story that he was taken to the Court House, ! 
stripped and tarred and feathered, is incorrect. 
He left on the cars for Cincinnati next morning. ' 
We cannot approve this Lynching operation, 
even in the milder aspect in which the real facts 
present it. We are bound to condemn and de- 
nounce it, as we do all other outbreaks upon the 
law and order of civilized communities. It is 
not only wrong, but impolitic; for one such 
Lynching in a slaveholding community, does 1 
more to excite prejudice at the North against i 
Southern institutions and people, and more to 
swell the ranks of Abolitionism there, than a 
dozen such slanderous and discolored letters as j 
Brady’s could effect. But while we condemn the ; 
Lynching, we have no words strong enough to 
express our detestation of such creatures as 
Brady, who come into a community, receiving 
kindness, employment and bread, and then repay 
the kind treatment they receive with misrepre- 
sentation and slander. Mr. Brady made a base 
and scurvy return fertile hospitality lie had re- 
ceived. lie showed himself unworthy to he em- 
ployed as an instructor of youth, and he ought to 
have been immediately dismissed from his posi- 
tion. This would have been enough; and better 
in its effect than the harsher course that has 
been pursued. 



Mr. Clay and the Foreign \ ote. — The pri 
vate correspondence of Mr. Clay, recently pub 
lished, shows that, in the opinion of himself and 
his leading friends, his defeat was owing to the 
foreign vote which was arrayed against him. It 
will bo seen, from the following extracts, that 
the apprehensions by the American party regard 
ingtho influence of foyeign Catholics, is nothing 
new. In n letter dated Buffalo, Not . 11, 1844, 
Mr. Fillmore writes to Mr. Clay, as follows; 

“The Abolitionists and foreign Catholics have 
defeated us in this State. I will not trust myself 
to speak of the vile hypocrisy of the leading 
Abolitionists now., Doubtless many acted honor- 
ably but ignorantly in what they did. But it is 
clear that Birnev anil his associates sold them- 
selves to Locofoism, and they will doubtless re 
ceive their reward. 

“Our opponents, by pointing to the Native Amen 
cans and Mr. Frelmghuysen , drove the foreign 
Catholics from us and defeated us in this State.” 
Writing on the same subject, John H. West 
wood, in a letter dated Baltimore, November 28, 
1844, 8ft js: 

“Then judge my deep mortification and disap 
pointmeut to find the sailor’s friend, the master 
spirit of the late war, *tho noblest Roman of 
them all,* rejected by the American people, and 
such a man as James K. l’olk placed in the I’resi 
dentinl chair. Did I say American people? 1 
recall that expression, for two-thirds of the natin 
freemen oj the United States are your fast friends. 

^ es, sir, we love you now better than ever; and 
when the name of Jackson, and others of your 
vile traducers shall be forgotten, yours shall be 
remembered and live in tile affections of all lov- 
ers of liberty. 

“It was foreign influence, aided by the Irish and 
Dutch vote that caused our defeat. As a proof, 
in my native city alone, in the short - puce of two 
months, then' were over two thousand nat ural 
ized.”
